Nations Move 
Toward Freer 
World Trade 


GENEVA (AP)—The nations 


doing most of the world's busi- 
ness moved toward freer trade 
Wednesday, approving a 50 per 
cent cut in tariffs as the goal 
for the current Kennedy round 
of tariff negotiations. 


Christian A. Herter, President 


Johnson's chief negotiator, said 
the United States always has 
wanted, such a deal. 


"There should be no winners 


or losers," he told newsmen, 
"only gainers." 


The United. States lost a fight 


Tuesday night to make a 50 per 
cent tariff cut the pledged tar- 
get of the talks when France 
balked.

cut a "working hypothesis."

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate, after 49 days of talk, 
took its first vote Wednesday 
night on an amendment to the 
civil rights bill and rejected, on 
a dramatic series of four roll- 
calls, a jury trial amendment 
opposed by the bill's sponsors.

Flags 
and bunting, no t o ften display ed in this so phisti­ 
cated age, sho uld be much in ev idence to day in 
ho no r o f the man who , by v irtue o f his o ffice, 
represents ev ery American. 
It has been nearly 12 y ears since Cumber­ 
land has been ho no red with a Presidential v isit. 
At that time, in 195 2, Harry S. Truman spo ke 
fro m the rear platfo rm o f a train at Queen City 
Statio n to pro mo te the candidacy o f Adlai E. 
Stev enso n as his successo r. That same autumn. 
General Dwight D. Eisenho wer came here during 
his successful Presidential campaign. In 196 0, 
Ly ndo n B. J o hnso n and Henry Cabo t Lo dge, 
bo th Vice Presidential candidates, spo ke at City 
Hall Plaza. 
Altho ugh the purpo se o f all o f tho se trips 
was purely partisan, the v isit to day o f President 
J o hnso n is billed as no npo litical. 
We’re no t 
alway s so sure just what that means, since it 
seems that any thing a President do es has its 
po litical significance. At the mo ment, ho wev er, 
he is inv o lv ed in dramatizing the plight o f the 
Appalachian regio n, and in demo nstrating his 
administratio n’s interest in the area’s pro blems, 
so that its citizens may be giv en ho pe that a 
pro gram will be dev elo ped to meet their needs. 
Tho se who hav e watched and heard Presi­ 
dent J o hnso n kno w that he is his mo st earnest 
and co nv incing self when he speaks o f po v erty 
and the distress o f the unemplo y ed. It is appar­ 
ent that he means what he say s o n these 
subjects. 
Altho ugh he will no t find abject 
po v erty in Cumberland, he will hav e a chance 
lo see a co mmunity that has had its bad limes 
and is busily building to ward a better future— 
so mething that is characteristic o f the Appa­ 
lachian regio n.

Growth O f American Maturity And Wisdom

Professor Eric Goldman of Princeton University , 
the m an who. at President Johnson’s behest, put to­ 
gether a panel of twenty -seven leading scholars to 
offer “ fresh ideas” about the handling of the govern­ 
ment’s domestic problems, is now busy organizing a 
companion group to advise the White House on foreign 
affairs. This concerns me, for, having read and listened 
to Dr. Goldman over the y ears, I know he has a 
predilection for foreign affairs "exp erts” who <a> like 
to spend money abroad in a rather indiscriminate 
fashion and <b) think that some form of socialism is 
necessarily the wave of the future in the old colonial 
areas of the world. 


Since Dr. Go ldman is a decent and fair-minded 
fello w, it co uld be that he is still o pen to sug­ 
gestio ns abo ut his pro jected fo reign affairs gro up. 
His panel o n do mestic pro blems is so mewhat o v er­ 
weighted with names that hav e nev er had any 
difficulty in getting their Ideas accepted by the 
Eatahlishment (ex amples are J o hn Kenneth Gal­ 
braith of Harv ard, Richard Ho fstadter o f Co lumbia, 
and Clinto n Ro ssiter of Co rnell), but the gro up is 
leav ened by so me characters who really do have 
new Ideas, no tably the Univ ersity o f Rho de Island’s 
pro fesso r o f agriculture. Edward Hegbce, and Edwin 
I.and, the president o f the Po laro id Co rpo ratio n. 
These are fecund offbeat peo ple. If It’s not to o late, 
may be Dr. Goldman 
wo uld accept some offbeat 
no minatio ns fo r his fo reign affairs co unsel. 


1 don’t suppose that it would be permissible for 
Dr. Goldman to name a foreigner such as Salvador 
de M adariaga, the Spanish philosopher, to his group. 
This “ flexible” commentator has recently asked right 
out loud for an answer to the que.slion of why the 
West hasn’t been able to exploit the “ knot of crises” 
that faces the Soviet Union. The foremost aim of the 
West, say s de M adariaga, should be to remove the Iron 
Curtain, including the Berlin Wall, and lo bring about 
the progressive liberalization of F'astern F.urope, 
He 
notes that the Soviets need a chemical industry , and 
wonders just why political trades can’t be tied to 
economic grants. This could be worked out in a way 
that would allow Prem ier Khrushchev to save his face, 
for >t involves a course of diplomatic action some­ 
where between the traditional “ hard” and “soft” lines 
of the two prevailing foreign policy schools. 
If de Madariaga is not available for Dr Goldman’s 
committee because he is a Spaniard. I would suggest 
that Irving Kri-stol, a liberal commentator who should 
be entirely congenial to Dr. Goldman. t)e nominated to 
serve as a substitute for the Spanish philosopher. 


Mr. Kristol began his inlellectuat career as 
something of a MKtalist, But recently he ha» dis­ 
covered that the enemy of progress every where 
is the tendency of bureaucrats to harden into 
molds. The other day Mr. Kristol suggested that 
the solution of the New Vork City transit problem 
was to hire General Motors to manage the subway 
svsteni for the municipality . This flahbergasted his 
liberal friends, but they have been unable to com­ 
bat the Kristol heresy , in foreign affairs, on which 
he also writes with originality , .Mr. Kristol could 
be counted upon to come up with good ideas about 
breaking down the Iron Curia in in etrhange for 
the western goods which Khrushchev so desperately 
needs.

NEW DELHI. India - May be 
two overly short stops in Nairobi 
and this strange, disheveled, sun­ 
baked capital do not add up to 
enough to build a thesis on. Yet 
seeing the giowth of American 
m aturity and worldly wisdom is 
striking none the less. 
There was 
a 
time—and 
not 
very long ago—when otherwise 
hard-headed 
Americans 
tackled 
the most impossibly mushy situa­ 
tions overseas on the simple rule 
of “our^" or “theirs.” The view 
was 
that 
every 
country m ust 
either be what John Foster Dulles 
used to call “ reliably anti-Com- 
m unist” or else must “ go Com­ 
munist.” 
Here in India, moreover, the 
ours-or-theirs malady was partic­ 
ularly virulent. This was because 
some American liberals respond­ 
ed to Prim e Minister Jaw aharlal 
Nehru like poor sweet Alice. They 
“ wept with delight when he gave 
them a smile and trembled with 
fear at his frown.” 
One result was a series of slo­ 
gans. India, we were told, must 
be helped to “win the contest for 
m en’s m inds” with Communist 
China. India must be made the 
grand demonstration that national 
development could be achieved by 
a true democracy as well as the 
Chinese Communist autocracy — 
which was not, as it happened, 
achieving much develoiwnent.

PORTRAITS — To any one who 
has spent any tim e in Washington 
government offices, a picture of 
the President hanging on the wall 
is as much a p art of the furnish­ 
ings as a desk or telephone.

People in government, it may 
be interesting to know, get them 
by simply asking for them. So far, 
some 40,000 p ortraits of President

Atemo For Dr. Eric Goldman 


Professor Eric Goldman of Princeton University, 


the,%man who, at President Johnson's behest, put to- 
gether a panel of twenty-seven leading scholars to 
offer "fresh ideas" about the handling of the govern- 
ment's domestic' problems, is now busy organizing-a 
companion group to advise the vyhite House on foreign 
affairs. This concerns me, for, having read and'listened 
to Dr. Goldman over the years," I know hei >has a 
predilection for foreign affairs "experts" who (a) like 
to spend money abroad in a rather indiscriminate 
fashion and (b) think that some form of socialism is" 
necessarily the wave of the future in the old colonial 
areas of the world. 


Since Dr. Goldman is a decent and fair-minded 


fellow, .it could be that he is still open to sug- 
gestions about his projected foreign affairs group. 
>His panel on domestic problems is somewhat pyer- 


• . weighted with names that have never had ; any 


difficulty in getting their ideas accepted by the 
Establishment (examples are John Kenneth Gal- 
braiUi of Harvard, Richard Hofstadter of Columbia, 
and Clinton Rossiter of Cornell), but the group it 
leavened by some characters who really do have 
aew ideas, notably the University of Rhode Island's 
professor of agriculture, Edward Hegbee, and Edwin 
Land, the president of the Polaroid Corporation. 
These are fecund offbeat people. If it's not too late, 
maybe Dr. Goldman would accept some offbeat 
nominations for bis foreign affairs counsel. 


I don't suppose that it would be permissible for 


Dr. Goldman to name a foreigner such as Salvador 
de Madariaga, the Spanish philosopher, to his group. 
This "flexible" commentator has recently asked right 
out loud for an answer to the question of why the 
West hasn't been able to exploit the "knot of crises" 
that faces the Soviet Union. The foremost aim of the 
West, says de Madariaga, should be to remove the Iron 
Curtain, including the Berlin Wall, and to bring about 
the .progressive liberalization of Eastern Europe. He 
notes that the Soviets need a chemical industry, and 
wonders just why political. trades can't be tied to 
economic grants. This could be worked out in a way 
that would allow Premier Khrushchev to save his face, 
for it involves a course of diplomatic action some- 
where between the traditional "hard" and "soft" lines 
of che two prevailing foreign policy schools. 


If de Madariaga is not available for Dr. Goldman's 


committee because he is a Spaniard, I would suggest 
that Irving Kristol, a libers! commentator who should 
be entirely congenial to Dr. Goldman, be nominated to 
serve as a substitute for the Spanish philosopher. 


Mr. Kristol began his intellectual career as 


something of a socialist. Bat recently he has dis- 
covered that the enemy of progress everywhere 
is the tendency of bureaucrats to harden into 
molds. The other day Mr. Kristal suggested that 
the solution of the New York City transit problem 
was to hire General Motws to manage the subway 
system for the municipality. This flabbergasted his 
liberal friends, but they have been unable to com- 
bat the Krislol heresy. IN foreiga affairs, on which
